Item Amounts to Only $500 


for the Administration of 
the Act. 


SOLICITOR GENERAL 
EXPLAINS MATTERS 


Men Who Proposed to Invest 
Money Expect Considera- 
tion From Government. 


OTTAWA, Feb. 27-—The quastion 
of whether or not the payment was 
justified of a bounty to establish « 
hemp industry in Canada occupted 
the attention of the House of Cem- 
mons for some time today when e- 
timates of the depertment of trade 
and commerce were under consider- 
ation. The item under discussion 
amounted to but $800 for the ad 
ministration of the Hemp Bounties 
Act, passed last yoar 

lion, EK. 7. MeMurray, sottetter 
general, explained that : egotiations 
were now under way looking to the 
establishment ofa mill at Winnipeg 
which, when completes, would re- 
quire the product of 20,000 acres of 
hemp in the manufacture *f binder 
twine. The government had ferm- 
erly been negotiating for the eatab- 
Nahment of this industry itn the 
Wost, but negotiations had fallen 
through, owing to the death of one 
of the Interested parties. 

The men who proposed to invest 
their taoney in the establishment of 
the mill at Winnipeg, were, thought 
Mr. McMuray, entitled to some as- 
sistance from the government. They 
would be using the product of Cane- 
dian workmen, and would be turn- 
ing out a product of the greatest 
value to the western farmer. 

H. ©. Hocken, Conservative, To- 
ronto West, eaid he thought the y= 
ernment would be very short ted 
to haggie with people who were pre- 
pared to risk a large surs cf money 
in the establishment of this indus- 
try. The government shoul4 show 
a broad spirit, and try and encour 
age the men behind the project.
